Reviewing the cotton trade during the 
past six months, the “Financier” 
that, while the industry is now again in a 
state of transition, the iamue of which ix 
doubtful, owing to the high price of cotton, 
and the prospects of a limited supply, it

@eu. | highly profitable, like the previous twelve 
months. 


Various statements have been made as to 
fabulous profits lately earned by the cotton: 
spinning companies. It has been said thal 
30 and 40 per cent. dividends have been 
common, while large bonuses have also been 
paid, immense sums placed to reserve, and 
some companies have built extensions or 
new mills out of profits 

‘There is some trath in these reports, but 
they refer to exceptional cases, and are not 
to be taken as showing, the general run of 
resalts, Not allthe companies publish their 
balance sheets, or even thelr dividends. Among 
many of the newer mills a policy of secreey 
ia observed’; the balanceshest is simply 
read at the shareholders mecting, and even 
those who have invested loan capital are 
not informed of the results. Most of the 
older companies, and some of the new ones 
however, keep up the castom of pablishing

There is nothing in 
this act, which renders delimitation necessary, 
6r is likely to give rise ito friction. Tho chief 
trouble on the trontier has arisen from 
disputes, not between Turkish and Egyptian 
oficials, bt between the Beduin tribes.
